. The guinea pigs that received the 
ea lived from three to six days long- 
er, on the average, than the negative 
controls on the basa] diet only. This 
indicated the presence of a very small 
amount of vitamin C in the tea. The 
symptoms of scurvy in these guinea 
pigs. were just as severe as in the 
:controls. The guinea pigs receiving 
.2 cubic’ centimeters of orange juice 
daily lived throughout. the exprimnt- 
al period of 90 days and made sig- 
nificant gains in weight. They show- 
ed no signs of scurvy. In other words, 
2 cybic centimeters of orange juice 
furnished enough vitamin C to very 
nearly meet the requirements. for 
normal growth of the ginuea_ pigs, 
while 15 cubie centimeters of the tea 
infusion did not furnish enough of 
this factor to prevent decline’ and 
, death before the expiration of the 
90-day period. This evidence tends 
;to show that the claims made that 
this Japan tea is “rich in vitamin C” 
are not substantiated.
